V IC K ERY , Ohio (A P )—Little 
Deborah Neil had planned to 
abandon her runaway adven­ 
ture 
and 
return 
home 
from 
New York City more than two 
weeks ago. 
But violent death intervened. 
Today the 13-year-old young­ 
ster — apparently a victim of 
the side of life she went East to 
sec — was back home await­ 
ing burial in this tiny Sandusky 
County town. 
The body of the 5-foot-2, 98- 
pound youngster was found July 
15 at the bottom of an airshaft 
in a dingy tenement on New 
York’s Lower East Side. 
Police 
said 
she 
had 
been 
raped and hurled alive from a 
fifth-floor window. 
Since then, the girl had lain 
unidentified and unclaimed in 
the morgue. 
On 
Wednesday, 
Deborah’s 
father, Charles B. Neil, a Vick­ 
ery crane operator, and two of 
the girl’s u n c le s , who had 
pooled their money to charter a 
plane, flew to New York. They 
identified the body and brought 
Deborah home on 
the 
same 
plane. 


Deborah, with reddish-brown 
hair and wearing hippie beads, 
and a boy friend, Stephen Eck- 
hardt, 1«, ran away from home 
Ju ly 13 and hitchhiked to New 
York. 


Her parents reported her mis­ 
sing to Sandusky 
police, but 
New Tork authorities thought 
the girl found dead in the air- 
shaft v/as older than 13 and, 
therefore, had not contacted the 
Neil family until this week. 
Charged with homicide and 
rape in Deborah’s death are 
Ronald Alio, 26, a commercial 
artist, and David Thomas Jr., 
30, a porter. They claimed they 
never knew the girl they are 
accused of killing. 
New York police said Alfo 
accosted the girl on a Lower 
E^st Side street and offered to 
sell her marijuana. 
The 
boy 
friend, 
Eckhardt, 
was decoyed on a ficticious er­ 
rand, detectives said, and Thom­ 
as and Alic took the girl to the 
latter’s tenement flat. 
Deborah’s 
father 
said 
his 
daughter had telephoned July 
14 and told her parents she 


would return home the follow­ 
ing day — the day she died. 
Eckhardt, who has returned 
home, said Wednesday that he 
and Debbie decided to hitch­ 
hike to New York “ to try the 
hippie life.” He said he felt 
‘‘just sick” when he learned ot 
the girl’s death. 
Eckhardt said he and Debbie 
arrived in New York about 3 
a.m. 
Ju ly 
14 
and 
spent the 
night in Washington Park in 
Greenwich Village. 
The next day, Eckhardt said 
Debbie met two older girls and 
went off with them. He said the 
girls promised to put her up for 
awhile and help her get home. 
Eckhardt said it was the last 
time he saw Debbie. They had 
been

WASHINGTON (A P ) — The 
chances of Vice President Hu­ 
bert H. Humphrey and Sen. Eu ­ 
gene J. McCarthy joining to run 
together on the Democratic na­ 
tional ticket are discounted by 
sources in both camps. 
Although 
the 
two 
Minneso­ 
tans, the only contenders now in 
sight for the Democratic presi­ 
dential nomination, are miles 
apart over the key Vietnam is­ 
sue, some Democrats have sug­ 
gested that McCarthy might be­ 
come 
Humphrey’s 
running 
mate. 
“ This is not outside the realm 
of possibility,” one h ig h ly 
placed Humphrey source says, 
“ but it would require a major 
change of attitude . . . You could 
not have the presidential and the 
vice presidential candidates at 
marked odds on Vietnam.” 
McCarthy is a strong critic of 
the 
Johnson 
administration’s 
Vietnam policies, while Hum­ 
phrey basically has adhered to 
the President’s position. 
A McCarthy aide, echoing the 
comments from the Humphrey 
people said such a combination 
would require a 180-degree turn 
in the views of one or the other 
of the contenders. If McCarthy 
were to change his stand, the 
aide said, his “ supporters would 
consider it a repudiation of all 
who rallied around him.” 
Besides, McCarthy isn’t inter­ 
ested in being vice president, 
the aide said.

Unlike slowdowns occasionally im ­ 
posed by 
unions to extract higher

Traffic at the three airports, par­ 
ticularly Kennedy,

saturation point for ever-lengthening 
“peak” periods. 
Nearly three million travelers pass 
in and out of the three airports these 
summ er months. Operations in June 
averaged 5,910 flights daily — 900 more 
than this tim e last year. 
To cope with this traffic crush, tower 
operators have been adhering strictly 
to 
Federal 
Aviation 
Administration 
rules which require that aircraft within 
40 m iles of a radar-equipped airport 
be separated by a distance of three 
m iles. 


That is why stackups of flights to 
Kennedy, LaGuardia and Newark have 
started as far away as Pittsburgh. 
One im m ediate need is for 
more 
tower 
operators, 
since 
many 
are 
working six days a week and exceeding 
40 hours a week — a heavy strain 
at work as demanding and exhausting 
as theirs. While the operators appear 
satisfied with their starting pay of 
$12,000 a year, more manpower ob­ 
viously is needed. 
House and Senate have cooperated 
to the extent of authorizing the training 
of at least 1,500 additional tower con­ 
trollers. 
More tower operators can 
improve safety by relieving the strain 
on presently overworked personnel. 
Spreading the peak loads by forced 
rescheduling would help, but this is 
resisted by airlines and customers. The 
only permanent solution, in the light 
of predicted increases in air travel, 
is more airports.

U.S. Bishops 


Back Pope's 


Encyclical 


WASHINGTON (AP) — U.S. 
Catholic 
bishops—saying 
that 
“ struggling to live out the will 
of God will often entail sacri­ 
fices”—have called on Ameri 
can Catholics to be guided by 
Pope Paul Vi’s encyclical on 
birth control. 
“ We unite with him,” they 
said in a statement Wednesday, 
“in calling upon our priests and 
people to receive with sincerity 
what he has taught, to study it 
carefully and form their con­ 
sciences in its light.” 
The American bishops said 
Pope Paul, in teaching Monday 
against use of artificial birth 
control methods, had reaffirmed 
the principles to be followed in 
forming Christian consciences 
of married Catholics in carrying 
out their responsibilities. 
The 
encyclical 
has 
drawn 
widespread opposition, 
includ­ 
ing a statement bv more than 
IOO American Catholic theolo­ 
gians urging couples to follow 
their own consciences. 
The U.S. bishoos’ statement 
was issued in Washington by 
Archbishop John F. Bearden of 
Detroit, president of the Nation­ 
al Conference of Catholi** Bish 
nos. who said it had been read 
to and approved by nearly all 
Ihe bishops in the country. 


CLEVELAND (A P )-“In our 
area, a man with a gun is as 
common as a family fight,” said 
patrolman Thomas J. Smith.

He was 
shot July 23 and the call he 
started on that night (“ man 
with a gun” ) was not a comm­ 
on one. 
He and many other policemen 
were heading for a 
sniper’s 
nest.

scene the radio said something 
about 
men 
with 
carbines,” 
Smith said. “ When I got there, 
I found tow truck supervisors 
Lt. Elmer Joseph and Sgt. Sam 
Levy stranded.” 
Fourteen police were wound­ 
ed, ll by gun shot wounds, and 
three were killed in the vicious 
exchange of gunfire with the 
snipers on the East Side. 
Smith, 33, went on: 
“Sam was behind a car and 
Lt. 
Joseph wras 
up 
on 
the 
curb. The fire was sporadic. As 
more cars came I ran to Lt. 
Joseph and dragged him across 
the street, about 40 feet from 
the house where the firing was 
coming from. I could see he had 
a couple gashes in his leg.” 
“Then I went after Sam. I 
dragged him from underneath 
the car and as I started to pick 
him up, I got shot in the right 
shoulder. I spun around and 
then was struck by crossfire 
and fell to the ground.” 
“ It must have been 40 min­ 
utes that we were stranded 
there. I couldn’t move. I was 
paralyzed from the shoulders 
down. Eventually we moved in 
equipment and we were rushed 
by ambulance to Forest City 
Hospital.” 
Patrolman Angelo Santa Maria 
had a similar story. He was 


shot trying to rescue Lt. Leroy j 
Jones, w'ho was killed. 
Santa Maria asked for some­ 
one to volunteer to drive an auto 
beside the officer, who was ly­ 
ing on the sidewalk. James E. 
Chapman, 22, a Negro, volun­ 
teered. Santa Maria was wound­ 
ed and Chapman killed in the 
rescue attempt. 
Patrolman Richard G. Hart 
was another patrolman hit by 
the snipers. 
“I wras hit by a tracer,” he 
said. “It knocked me right out 
into the street. Then they open­ 


ed up on me for all they were 
wnrth. I yelled ‘I’m hit’ but 
Capt. Herbert 
Dregalla 
said 
‘we can’t get to you.’” 
Hart continued: 
“Then I started rolling around 
in a circle to keep them from 
getting a bead on me. I raised 
my left arm to shift my gun. I 
looked down and realized 
my 
arm was still on the ground. 
There was nothing holding it to­ 
gether but muscle.” 
Of the ll policemen wounded, 
none is still critical. All are re­ 
covering from their wounds.

SAIGON (AP) — The U.S. 
Comman d con firmed today that 
erron eou s radar readin gs an d 
poor coordin ation amon g the 
serv ices cau sed the air-sea sn a­ 
fu in Ju n e when allied ships 
were mistaken for en emy heli­ 
copters an d n in e American an d 
Au stralian sailors were lost. 
It was believ ed at the time 
that North Vietn amese helicop­ 
ters for the first time had been 
u sed at the east en d of the de 
militarized zon e, bu t the report 
by the U.S. Comman d said that 
n o ev iden ce has been produ ced 
of en emv helicopter action n ear 
the DMZ. 
The report said so far there 
appeared to be n o grou n ds for 
disciplin ary action again st an y ­ 
on e. 
The allied plan es on separate 
occasion s actu ally hit the U.S. 
cru iser Boston an d the Au stra­ 
lian destroy er Hobart an d san k 
a U.S. Nav y patrol boat. Three 
other patrol craft were fired on 
bu t w’ere n ot damaged. Two 
Au stralian sailors were killed 
an d sev en wou n ded: the bodies 
of two of the crewmen of the 
U.S. patrol boat were recov ­ 
ered, while fiv e other crewmen 
are missin g. 


MIAMI BEACH, Fla. (AP)—
